The Asburienne des ‘Mines Cie. of Paris furnished the SG. with 9°75 
tons of lead ore from Touissit, ‘orocco which arrived in ‘atwerp vio 
the S3 Chateau Tolmer on 27 October 1949 and with 771 tons of lead | 
ore which arrived ot Dunlcdirk on the 53 Lareean., The second shipment 
arrived in Antwerp via barge. After processing, 400,000 kgs. of lead 
yere excorted by barge to The Netherlands for reexport on 26 iy.
